CIVIL INJUNCTIVE ACTION FILED AGAINST JOHN NAPPY

The Commission announced that on June 9 a civil injunctive action was filed in the
U.S. District Court for the Northern District of Illinois, Eastern Division, against
John F. Nappy of Malvern, New York. In its complaint, the Commission alleges that
Nappy violated a permanent bar from association with any broker, dealer, investment




adviser, investment company or municipal securities dealer which the Commission had ;
previously entered against him (see, In the Matter of John F. Nappy, Administrative H

Proceeding No. 3-6756, November 25, 1986).

The Commission’s complaint alleges that during the period from August 1989 to November §
1989, Nappy wrongfully associated with Channel Securities, Inc. (Channel), a broker-f

dealer registered with the Commission, in contravention of the permanent bar against

him without the Commission’s consent, and thereby, violated Section 15(b)(6) of the}

Securities Exchange Act of 1934 (Exchange Act) and aided and abetted Channel's
wviolation of Section 15(b)(6) of the Exchange Act. Specifically, the complaint

alleges that during the relevant period Nappy shared offices with Channel, conducted}

trading in several Channel customer accounts, directed certain of Channel’s operations
and received compensation from Channel.
